(3) wherein Q is an unsubstituied or subsiiiutcd aromatic or heterocyclic residue. R is the 
radical of an unsubsiiiuied or subsiiiuicd. waicr-soluble aliphatic or aromatic amine, and T 
is an unsubsiiiuied or substituled, waicr-soluhle aliphatic or aromatic residue, wherein at 
Icasi one of the groups must contain a radical impaning water solubility, and a) at least one 
waier-si)luble coupling compi»nent under conditions such that, initially, coupling dues not 
lake place, and then causing the capped dia/onium comp^^und present on the material to 
react with the coupling component.
